everal stations are occupied, where public worship is 
regularly attended, and by many persons. Mr. Ellis 
accompanied by several of his brethren, not long be- 
tore he left, took a tour of 9 weeks on Hawaii, con- 
taining 85,000 inhabitants. The gospel message was 
ueard attentively ia every village. A number of 
chiefs and others are particularly attentive to the word 
of life, some of whom are reckoned pious. Indeed, 
the missionaries indulge the hope, that several indivi- 
duals who jiave left the world, died in the Lord. Gov. 
Cox, of Maui, was an early inquirer. Tamoree, the 
Tather of George, gave his teachers much satisfaction 
in life and death. Keopsolani, the mother of the king, 
lately deceased, gave such evidence of conversion that 
she was admitted to baptiem on her deathbed. There 
are three chiefs in the district where Capt. Cook 
was killed who give evidence of piety. There isa 
good prospect that the light will continue and increase. 
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Ordinances; and then tell to listening angels that one 
cent apiece annually bestowed would preduce more 
than a hundred well educated ministers a year; and 
haw wopld such a report sound in heaven?

George rebelled; but the counsel of his father 
prevails, to prevent his influence and authority from 
obstructing the gospel. Riho-riho, who burnt the 
idols, and received the missionaries, with his queen, 
lately died in England. The heirto the government 
is a child; but the regency is very friendly to the mis- 
sion, and will be likely to render considerable aid. A 
press is introduced; school books are published and 
used, and portions of the Bible are preparing for the 
use of the schools. The day has dawned upon the 
Sandwich Islands; may the Sun of righteousness soon 
arise upon them in his glory, with salvation in his beams.
